MERRIMACK COUNTY CONVENTION 


SPECIAL SESSION OF 1946 


A special meeting of Merrimack County Delegation was 
held in the Merrimack County Court House on May 3rd, 
1946 with Mr. John P. H. Chandler, Jr., presiding and Mr. 
John H. Perkins, Clerk of said meeting. 

Miss Marion Alexander was invited by the Chairman to 
explain the Retirement System, which she did in a very 
satisfactory manner. 

Mrs. Green made the motion that we go into Executive 
session. 

Mr. Conant offered a resolution that the adoption of the 
Retirement System be accepted. This was unanimously 
adopted by the delegation. 

‘Mr. Nelson offered the resolution that the sum of three 
thousand five hundred dollars ($3,500.) be raised’ and ap- 
propriated to cover the liability of the County for participa- 
tion in the Retirement System for its employees for the 
current year. This motion was carried. 

Mr. Saltmarsh made the motion, which was duly second- 
ed, that the salary of Harriet Heartz, as an employee of the 
Registrar of Probate office, be raised to one thousand two 
hundred dollars ($1,200.) per year. This motion was 
carried. 

On motion of Mr. Saltmarsh, it was resolved that a 
recommendation be made to the County Commissioners that 
the delegates receive pay for attending the special meeting © 
of the County Delegation. This motion was also carried. 

Mr. Nawn made the motion that we adjourn the meet- 
ing at the call of the Chairman. Motion carried.

REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack County here- 
with present the annual report of the Commissioners, Treas- 
urer, Solicitor, Sheriff, Clerk of the Court, Auditors, Super- 
intendent of County Farm and House of Correction, Farm 
Physician, and Chaplain for the year ending December 31, 
1946, 


County FARM 


With the passing of our late Superintendent Joseph M. 
Lorden on November 25, 1945, and the retirement as Ma- 
tron of his wife, Mrs. Belle M. Lorden on August 1, 1946, 
it was necessary to procure a new Superintendent and Ma- 
tron. After many interviews and considerable investigation, 
it was decided by your Commissioners to employ the ser- 
vices of Mr. Walter F. Howland as. Superintendent and his 
wife, Mrs. Hazel P. Howland as Matron and they started 
their duties August 1, 1946. Their knowledge of county 
affairs and personal interest in each individual at the County 
Home is proving this a wise choice. 

We have in Merrimack County, an institution that is the 
envy of all others and we cordially invite your inspection, . 
at your convenience and any constructive criticism you may 
‘offer. 

Needless to say in any institution as large as this the de- 
preciation each year is considerable. Because of the fact 
that we have been through a war, and your Commissioners 
have turned ‘back each year unexpended balances which 
have been used for reduction of the County tax, we are 
now faced with the problem of larger expenditures. For 
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example, the renewal of water pipes, toilet fixtures, electric 
wiring and kitchen equipment. It has also, been recom- 
mended by the State Board of Health that the water supply 
used by the institution be chlorinated and filtered and this 
suggestion will be taken before the County Delegation for 
consideration. These are real essentials for the health 
and protection of those in our custody. 

During the year 1946 you will note that the income from 
the Institution was considerably greater than in previous 
years. This in part has been made possible by the sale of 
twenty-seven head of cattle. Your Commissioners thought 
it an ideal time to reduce the herd while the livestock market 
was at its peak. This sale reduced the amount of milk to 
be marketed to some degree but we feel it was justified at 
this time. 


Oxup Jat Lots 


When Merrimack County Jail was moved from Warren 
Street in Concord to Boscawen, and the property sold to 
the City of Concord, there were two lots remaining on the 
corner of Woodman and North Fruit Streets. These lots 
were sold at public auction for $2,400.00 with the hope 
that this might help the building program for our return- 
ing veterans as well as return these lots to taxable property. 


FARM PHYSICIAN. 


Dr. Herbert A. Messenger was our County Physician at 
the time he entered the service of our Country. Upon his 
return he decided to move his practice to Bradford, N. H., 
and felt he could not do justice to the County Institution 
from that point. As Dr. F. J. McQuade of Franklin was 
employed as a temporary County Physician, it was decided 
to secure someone on a permanent basis. Dr. J. Kenneth 
MeLeod of Penacook was selected, and your Commission- 
ers are proud of their choice. > 
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WELFARE AND RELIEF

As was predicted in our last report, Welfare and Relief 
expenditures are on the upward trend. With the exception 
of the board and care of children there is not much difference 
in the case load but there is a marked difference in the cost. 

In the case of boarded children we find an increase of 
twenty-four and we anticipate that this figure grows further, 
a condition brought about by the largest number of divorce 
cases in history. With the present high prices of food and 
clothing and probable further rises in the future, we be- 
lieve it only fair to all concerned, especially the children, to 
request the incoming legislature to make an increased ap- 
propriation for this department. | 


Following are figures of the last two years, for com- 
parison. 


1946—138 cases cost $38,020.78 
1945—114 cases cost $30,888.82 


At the present time we are paying twenty-five dollars 
per month for the board and care of each child and we sug- 
gest thirty dollars per month. 


COMMISSIONERS SALARY AND EXPENSES

Please note the expenses of the County officials for the 
year. You will see that "one Commissioner has submitted 
no expense although he has been most faithful in the dis- 
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charge of his duties. The other two Commissioners ex- 
pense accounts are comparatively small. This should show 
that the Commissioners have placed service above remunera- 
tion. In many of the other Counties the Commissioners. 
have, in recent years, received increases in salary while in 
Merrimack there has been no change for thirty-four years. | 
Therefore, we are asking the incoming legislature to cor- 
rect this injustice.

The year 1946 has been particularly successful for medi- 
cal treatment at the institution, even though the hospital has 
handled a great number of serious cases.

REPORT OF COUNTY SOLICITOR 


To the Commissioners of Merrimack County: 


I submit herewith my report covering the period from 
January 1, 1946 to December 31, 1946, inclusive. 

All of the cases which ordinarily would have been dis- 
posed of upon indictments by the April Term Grand Jury 
were disposed of by waivers of indictments by the various 
respondents. These cases and their disposition were as 
follows : 

Wilfred Spoon, grand larceny, sentenced to serve one year 
in the House of Correction; Charles A. Vallois, forgery, 
sentenced to serve one year in the House of Correction; 
John W. Sharkey, three charges of grand larceny, sentenced 
to serve not more than three years and not less than one 
year and one day in State Prison on one, and continued for 
sentence on the others; George F. Drees, embezzlement, con- 
tinued for sentence, placed on probation and ordered to 
make restitution; Charles H. Briggs, Jr., two charges of 
breaking and entering and larceny, sentenced to serve not 
more than three years and not less than one year and one 
day in State Prison, sentence suspended and ordered to 
make restitution ; Livingston P. Moore, Jr., larceny by check, 
sentenced to serve not more than three years and not less 
than one year and one day in State Prison, suspended, 
placed on probation and ordered to make restitution; Russell 
_£. Howard, breaking and entering and larceny, continued 
for sentence and placed on probation for two years: Howard 
O. Cole, taking motor vehicle without consent of owner, 
but not with intent to steal, sentenced to six months in the 
House of Correction; Charles H. Carter, Jr., breaking and 
entering and larceny, continued for sentence, probation for 
two years and ordered to make restitution; Howard E. 
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Brown, Jr. and Knieland Wheeler, aggravated assault. con- 
tinued for sentence and probation for two years; William F. 

Lucas, grand larceny, six months in the House of Correc- 
tion; Harold J. Fowle, aggravated assault, continued for 
sentence and probation for two years; Walter H. Pickard, 
and Edmond E. Fylipek, breaking and entering and larceny, 
six months in the House of Correction. 

The following cases were disposed of at the October. 
Term: 

Ethel May Curtis, larceny by check, sentenced to serve not 
more than seven years and not less than five years in State 
Prison; Donald Sabens and Robert Ellis, escaping from State 
Prison, six months additional sentence; Eugene F. Leone, 
breaking and entering and larceny, continued for sentence 
and probation for two years; Antonio R. Angiulo, breaking 
and entering and larceny, continued for sentence and pro- 
bation for two years; Agrippino S. Bartolucci, breaking and 
entering. and larceny, continued for sentence and probation 
for two years; Paul Rubera, breaking and entering and 
larceny, sentenced to serve not more than four years and 
not less than two years in State Prison; Thomas B. Pitts, 
larceny by check, sentenced to serve not more than three 
years and not less than one year and one day in State 
Prison. | 

The cases against Clarence Derosia and Clifford Price 
were disposed of in December 1946, following a decision by 
the Supreme Court upholding the verdict of guilty in the 
case of Clarence Derosia. The charge in these cases was 
_ leaving the scene of an accident knowing injury had been 
done to a person. Price was given a six months’ suspended 
sentence in the House of Correction and placed on probation 
for two years, and Derosia was sentenced to serve not more 
than two years and not less than one year and one day in 
State Prison. 

There were the usual number of appeals and non-support 
cases in the Municipal Courts. 
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I would like again, as in former reports, to reaffim my 
belief that a domestic relations court, which would hear 
and decided cases involving husband and wife and children, 
would be of definite value to the people of New Hampshire, 
and would have a tendency to reduce juvenile delinquency. 
According to the State Vital Statistics Office, the 2,123 
divorces granted in New Hampshire in 1946 affected 2,318 
children under twenty-one years of age. So far as I know 
there are no statistics available showing the incidence of de- 
linquency among children whose parents have been divorced. 
A domestic relations court would not be a cure all for juve- 
nile delinquency, nor for divorce, but if fifty children a year 
in the State of New Hampshire could be prevented from 
becoming delinquents and criminals, the cost of such a court 
to bring about such a result would not, in my opinion, be 
out of proportion. If the cost to the State of maintaining 
the State Prison and the Industrial School, and the cost 
to the State through the Welfare Department of board and 
care for children in foster homes and institutions, could be 
segregated in such a way as to show how much was attribut- 
able to the breaking up of families, I feel there would be 
more demand for such a court. I speak from twenty-five 
years experience as a practising lawyer and fifteen years ex- 
perience as County Solicitor. It is my opinion that those of 
my friends who think a domestic relations court is unneces- 
sary in New Hampshire have had comparatively little first- 
hand experience with the common people Abraham Lincoln 
spoke about—the kind of people without whom we would 
have no soldiers to fight our wars. 

In this Legislature now in session, a bill was introduced 
to establish a domestic relations court in Hillsborough 
County—our most populous county. The subject matter of 
this bill has been referred to the State Judicial Council for 
study. Unless there is an adequate appropriation to enable 
the Council to hire competent personnel to gather statistics
